Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 contain allowable subject matter. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art does not disclose a junction method of a spacer comprising the steps of forming a frit on 
a fluorescent material, coating emulsion on the fluorescent material, depositing a film on the 
emulsion and "aligning and bonding a spacer on an anode substrate", in combination with the 
other limitations of the base claim 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Nakata 6,152,796, Hofmann et al. 6,554,671 and Nakanishi et al. U.S. Publication 
2001/0009836 were cited for bonding spacers to substrates.
